Bulgaria was directed to with- 


draw its small diplomatic mission 
in Washington. 


Its legation here is headed now 


by Dr.

d'affaires. 


It is the first time the United 


States has -broken diplomatic re- 
lations with any nation since the 
war. 


The U. S. decision was com- 


municated to the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment 
at 
Sofia 
yesterday. 


Voutov was summoned 
to the 


state department today and In- 
formed of the action. 


He was directed to make ar- 


rangements to leave the United 
States with other members of the 
legation and their families.

The indictments were published 


in the morning newspapers under 
the heading: "The legation of the 
United States in Sofia — center 
of plots and espionage against the 
People's Republic of Bulgaria." 


The newspaper blast and the 


arrests broke a silence of several 
weeks which followed Bulgaria's 
demand that U. S. minister to 
Sofia Ronald R. Heath be re- 
called because of alleged anti-

sonally—was cited for contempt of 
court here yesterday by Judge 
Richmond B. Keech, who had Is- 
sued the back-to-work order. 


The union was given until Friday 


to clear itself of contempt by get- 
ting the 372,000 idle miners back 
:o work. Union lawyers were told 
to explain Friday, ir the men are 
still out. 


That didn't seem to bother the 


miners. They expressed such com- 
ments in the Pennsylvania fields 
as, "Nobody is going to pay any 
attention to a contempt citation." 
Another: "Let them fine us until 
our money Is gone." 


Kentucky Disorders

If the union doesn't comply with 


.he back-to-work order by Friday, 
to the satisfaction of the court, it 
will mean a hearing next Monday 
before Judge Keech.

Republican senator's charges that 
two men and a woman make up 
a "big three" directing a spy rin?, 
In the state department headed 
today for an investigation by 'he 
•enate foreign relations committee. 


Senator Lucas of Illinois, the j 


Democratic leader, told reporters j 
he will propose that the committee j 
look into accusations made by 
Senator McCarthy (R-\Vis) that 
81 Communists either have or now 
work for the departmont. 


Will Name Them 


McCarthy, who described these 


individuals from supposedly secret 
files in a five-hour senate speech 
last night, said he would give 
their names to such a committee. 
He didn't give any in his speech. 


In a running word battle with 


Lucas, the Wisconsin senator re- 
fused to tell who he suspects of 
being members of what he de- 
scribed as "an espionage ring n 
the state department.' 


As an off-shoot, McCarthy said 


at one point that a member of a 
Communist front organization who 
failed to get security clearance i:i 
the state department had turned 
up as 
a 
White House 
speech 


writer. 


Without naming the individual, 


he said he has a relative with a 
financial interest 
in the 
Daily 


Worker. Communist paper. 


Fishing 
out 
photographs of 


records from a large brief case, 
McCarthy told the senate, how- 
ever, that the ouster of the "big 
three" would break the back of 
the reputed spy ring. 


One a 'Foreign Minister* 


The most important member of 


this trio was described by Mc- 
Carthy as "one of our foreign 
ministers" who is holding "one 
of the most important listening 
posts in Europe." 


He said this man 
had 
been 


shadowed and was found to have 
been In contact with a Soviet 
•gent who in turn was followed 
to a Soviet embassy in an unnamed 
country there, and that material 
was turned over to the embassy. 


As his "Case No. 1" McCarthy 


listed an individual he said now is 
working in the office of an assist- 
ant secretary of state. 


H« i.jaid this man was shadowed 


by a federal intelligence agent in 
1946 and was found to be in con- 
tact with an espionage agent. 
McCarthy said this individual got 
state department jobs for two 
Communists who later were fired. 


Third 'a Woman* 


The third member of the trio, 


a woman, was described by Mc- 
Carthy as a former top official of 
the department's Office of inter- 
national Education, which handles

of 


America broadcasts. 


McCarthy's recitai of his in- 


formation came in an uproarious 
session 
that 
twice 
saw 
the 


aergeant-at-arms 
dispatched 
to 


round up absent senators. 


Once Lucas tried to end the Mc- 


Carthy recital by moving to ad- 
journ. The motion lost by an 18 
to 16 vote.

Russian Atom 
Talks Issue 
For Britishers 


London, 
Feb. 
21—(AP)— Con- 


scivative leader Winston Churchill 
claims his call for high-level talks 
with Russia on atomic control has 
blossomed into the 
outstanding 


campaign issue in the British elec- 
tions Thursday. 


But 
Prime 
Minister 
Clement 


Attlee continues to base his labor 
party's appeal for re-election on ^ 
domestic policy. He is standing on 
his record and asking the people 
for a new term to "get you along 
the rest of the road" to recovery. 


Attlee mentioned briefly, how- 


ever, his own party's international 
policy as "trying to build up not 
only in this country but in the 
world the kind of conditions that 
make for peace." 


Scorning the views of his Labor 


Party opponents that the subject % 
ot big power talks to end the cold 
war should not be raised at elec- 
tion time, the 75-year-old Churchill 
said yesteiday in Manchestei that 
the working classes should be call- 
ed upon to vote on this as well as 
domestic issues. 


He said his original appeal last 


week at Edinburgh for an attempt 
at reaching lasting east-west set- 
tlement had "not only dominated* 
the election in Great Britain" but 
also had "rolled around the world 
and may have created a new situ- 
ation which, whatever 
happens, 


cannot make things worse and 
may possibly bring us nearer to 
our heart's desire." 


Attlee and his leading associates 


have not rejected outright the idea 
of such talks but have contended 
generally that the attempts to deal 
w i t h 
Russia 
should 
continue^, 


through the United Nations. 


Twice since the Edinburgh cam- 


paign speech Churchill has repeat- 
ed his plea and roared back at la- 
bor charges that it is just a politi- 
cal stunt and "soap box diplo- 
macy." 


Attlee, in bringing his campaign 


to its climax, has since sidestepped 
the issue to concentrate almost 
exclusively on domestic matters.

The New Republican Platform 


The new 1950 Republican platform is the best thing of 


its kind the GOP has done yet. 
It is far and away better 


than the 1946 midterm platform, which said nothing. In many 
ways this 1950 job is even better than the 1948 platform it 
was intended to supplement. But it still has a big helping of 
political applause, which is only to be expected in any partj- 
. san document. 


The GOP 1948 platform put its foreign policy planks 


last. The new documents put them first. 


The Republicans now define and say they are for what 


might be called a nonpartisan or bipartisan foreign policy, 
without using those adjectives. The GOP platform calls it a 
"united American foreign policy." The Republicans also say 
they are for the United Nations, the inter-American system 
and the North Atlantic pacts. In these respects they're just 
like the Democrats. 


But on foreign aid, the Republicans seem to be writing 


a new ticket. Their new platform says they will be for aid 
to nations fighting communism only on five conditions: 
I—If it is essential to U. S. security. 2—If the American 
economy can afford it. 3—If it will be effective. 4—If the 
aided nation can't supply itself. 5—If there is a program for 
progressive reduction. 


How any Republican member of congress will be able to 
. 
ify further aid to Nationalist China on the basis of those 


five ~'ifs" will be something to see. 
And the Truman admin- 


istration's refusal to aid Nationalist China is the one foreign 
policy issue which the Republicans have been beating the 
Democrats over the head with hardest. 


The Republicans also seem to be backing away from 


their 1948 platform planks on foreign trade policy. Two 
years ago the GOP came out in support of reciprocal trade 
agreements. The new platform digs up the old "Republican 
principle that foreign products of underpaid foreign labor 
shall not be admitted to this country on terms which imperil 
the living standards of the American workman or the Ameri 
can farmer, or threaten serious injury to a domestic in 
dustry. 


The domestic part of the GOP platform outlines 23 main 


planks under seven different headings: The national econ- 
omy, agriculture, labor, civil rights, social security, veterans 
and loyalty. 


On a number of these points, Republicans seem to line 


right up with Democrats. The average voter won't be able 
to tell 'em apart. Thus the new GOP platform calls for strict 
enforcement of anti-trust laws, soil conservation, farm re- 
search, development of family-sized farms, expansion of ani- 
mal agriculture, promotion of rural electrification, expanded 
social security and broad civil rights. 


On other domestic issues, the Republicans' new platform 


states principles diametrically opposed to the Democrats' 
ideas.and here you can begin to tell the two parties apart. 


The Republicans endorse the balanced budget, reduction 


of spending and greater efficiency in federal government. 
The Republicans are also for general tax reduction. These 
things will have their appeal, particularly to business. In- 
stead of endorsing a much-needed general tax reform, how- 
ever, the Republicans kiss off this issue with a proposal 
for a study of federal, state and local government sources of 
revenue. 


The Republicans are against the Brannan plan, but they 


are for farm price supports. And they come out for "develop- 
ment of export markets for the surplus crops." This is rather 
vague, but it sounds something like subsidized dumping 


The Republicans are for the Taft-Hartley act, only they 


want improvements" to achieve complete labor-management 


They seem to endorse greater federal grants in aid to the 


states as the solution for all social welfare problems 


While the Democrats now seem inclined to tighten up on 


waste in veterans' benefit payments, the new Republican 
platform makes an open bid for vet support by backing up 
all their claims.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Von Have to Take Those Old Superstitions 
About Childbirth With a Few Grains of Salt
